An Editor on the Brooklyn Bridg:. 

Murat Halstead writes to the Cin- 
cinnati Commercial-Gazette : 

I walked over the bridge to Brooklyn 
to-day. The distance is something 
over a mile between the New York 
and Brooklyn starting place. 

This bridge is the greatest work of 

Fhe catuedr: 

Wohders ‘of Europe are like 
toys beside this monstrous and magnit- 
cent structure, and its lin:s are a; 


J. beautiful as its proportions are stu- 


pendous. It is very like the Cincin- 
nati-Covington bridge, only very muh 
more so. We have two cables; there 


are four here. I think the cables of 
this bridge are larger than ours, but 
so vast is their sweep that as they soar 
above the lofty towers and swing far 
over the strait that they span, they 
seem to grow slender. We have to 
inspect. them closely to be satistied of 
their enormous strength. The fovt 
walk is‘in the center of the bridge, be- 
tween the two central cables. Next 
outside the foot walk are the railroads, 
and outside of these the carriage 


drives, So there is a road 
for foot passengers, two 
lines of rails and two wagon 


roads. The bridge seems to dominate 
the cities. ne looks down upon the 
beautiful bay and the far-sprealing 
habitations on its shores as from 4 
mountain top. The bridge towers sur- 
pass the spires in apparent altitude, 
and either of them is as imposing as 
the Strasburg cathedral. ‘ie bridge 
will be the pride of the city, the favor- 
ite scene of its history and its romance. 
It will revolutionige currents of travel, 
rs values and tine cities will be 

up in the architecture of the 
future to harm»nize with its grandeur.

A Fortr-Four-Ton Statue. 


Probably the most colossal statue 
yet ordered for the States has just 
been finished in the plaster form by an 
American sculptor at Florence, Mr. 
Larkin G, Mead. Thers are but two 
in America that can ever be compared 
with it, Greenough’s “ Wa -hington” 
and his group of “Civilization,” 
which adorn the capitol in Washing- 
ton. Some idea of it may be obtained 
by a short deser{ption. The subject is 
the “Mississippi River,” a large re- 
cumbent statue, not unlike the treat- 
ment to the “Nile” group in Kome, 
The figure is represented leaning 
against a cluster of rocks whence 
springs the source of the father of 
waters, while as a support to the other 
arm is a broken paddlewheel caught 
in asnag,a@ not uncommon sight on 
that mighty river. At the base are 
represented in, bas-relief the various 
eb ects characteristic of the stream 
during its long course, stern- wheeler 
and side-wheeler, sugar-cane and 
crocodile and its mineral wealth in the 
representation of a lead miae, while 
negroes are seen loading and unloading 
bales of cotton and tobacco and the 
sugar cane ; crystals, too, are not for- 
gotten, while the giant right foot 
rests on a ledge of limestone, and in 
the right hand stalks of that great prod- 
uct of the Mississippi valley, Indian 
corn, are held, one mature, the other 
in the shock. A wreath composed of 
tobacco and cotton crowns the head of 
the colossus, while a fishing net is 
carelessly thrown across the base. The
